Angioedema Due to Pear: Medical Image 
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A 60-years-old female patient presented to our emergency department with dispne and edema in her mouth and lips. It was learned 
from the history that her symptoms were occured 15 minutes after eating a pear. 

In her medical history there was no illness and drug use. On physical examination, she was alert. She has a regular heart rate of 
80 bpm, her blood pressure was 110/80 mmHg and respiration rate was 14 breathes per minute. Edema was present around her 
mouth (Figure 1). 

The patient was placed on a cardiac monitor, an intravenous line was established and 4lt/min oxygen was started. 40 mg 
methylprednisolone and 50 mg diphenhydramine were administered intravenously. The patient was placed in our observation unit 
for 8 hours and was discharged without any further problems (Figure 2).
